EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 19-26 are cancelled. 

Reason for Changes 

3. Claims 19-26 were cancelled to place the application in condition for 
allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 and 4-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
specific limitation of "wherein said refrigeration means comprise a refrigerator 
motor, a refrigeration coil provided inside the wall of said housing, and glycol 
provided inside said housing, in such a way to occupy the space between said 
paste material containers." in the combination as claimed in claim 1 is not 
anticipated or made obvious by the prior art of record in the examiner's opinion. 
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For example Logie (US Patent 3,876,110) discloses an ice-cream 
dispenser comprising a refrigerated housing and a plurality of containers. Logie 
also discloses a means for distributing said ice-cream comprising a rotating base 
having a tray. 

Huang (US Patent 6,089,747) discloses an ice cream making apparatus 
comprising a container of ice cream surrounded by a coolant liquid. 

However, the prior art of record does not teach or make obvious the 
specific limitation of "wherein said refrigeration means comprise a refrigerator 
motor, a refrigeration coil provided inside the wall of said housing, and glycol 
provided inside said housing, in such a way to occupy the space between said 
paste material containers." in the combination as claimed in claim 1 .
